DEATH AND DISASTER may strike even the most careful motorist at Edmonton's 
poorly marked railway crossings. This picture was taken by Staff Photographer Eric 
Bland at 124 Street and Stony Plain Road at a distance of 60 feet from CNR rail 
crossing. Bland took his picture so that it would reproduce exactly what a motorist 
would see when approaching this crossing. No lights, only the one obscured sign, 
mark crossing on approach from south, Arrow indicates rails. 


WELL-HIDDEN by bus stop sign and foliage is railway crossing warning. Note only 
few letters of sign are visible. Even keen-sighted motorist could miss it in broad day- 
light. At night it is almost impossible to note sign. This photo was taken at 20 feet in 
bright sunlight—or almost on top of actual crossing.

About Horses That Stop 


The language of the tack room is colorful and oft- 
times lusty. “He'll stop like he was hit on the head with a 
mallet,” the trainers and jocks say of a horse that can’t 
—or won't—hold a lead. Or they may: express it as “his 
heart's no bigger than mine.” —« 

“He aint no good unless you knock on him all the 
way,” another one puts it, T hus the tack room gang dis- 
misses the faint-hearted thoroughbred, the horse that 
curls up and dies when another horse comes up along- 
side and looks it in the eye 

Horsemen know that breeding plays a big part in 
whether or not a horse ‘can run all day.’ In the early 
days of thoroughbred racing it was customary to run 
match races, particularly, in three heats of four miles 
each. 

Thus horses might be called on to battle it out over 
a test of 12 miles, with relatively short intervals between 
the heats. 

Naturally stamina, more than speed, determined the 
winner. 

Gradually speed became the essence, This was 
true when the Americans took to the racing game in 
a big way. Their well known mania for smashing rec- 


ords asserted itself. 
Today it’s considered remarkable, on this side 


of the water anyway, if a horse can stick it out for as 
far as two miles at any kind of half decent pace.

Run Them Where They Belong 


During the August meeting here at least one race 
will be over a distance of ground of oné and five-eighths 
miles. This will represent the marathon test of the sea- 
6on, 

Filling the race won’t be any part of a cinch. There 
aren't too many horses stabled here—or at any other 
fair grounds meeting for that matter—that want to go 


that far. ; 
It’s a sign of the times that heats at five furlongs 


up to six and one-half and seven fill easily. Plenty of the 
oatburners can stick it over these distances, 

Recently we heard trainers Nels Ings and ‘Casey’ 
Jones talking about the success enjoyed by the great 
Hirsch Jacobs, 

“Mostly he knew where his horses belonged. He 
picked their races for them with great care,” Ings ex- 
plained. The Jacobs-trained horses ran over distances 
of ground suited to their particular make-up. As weil 
they clashed with other horses in much the same price 
bracket, 

“You can’t figure to beat a $10,000 horse with a 
$1,500 one,” Jones summed it up. ‘Nor is there much use 
sending a sprinter out to win a race at a mile and one- 


quarter.”

The Horseman's ‘Bible’ 

All this talk about where a horse belongs brings us 
naturally to the conditions book. This is ‘the Bible’, where 
owners and trainers are concerned. 

Several days before a meeting gets underway the 
book is distributed. Trainers study its contents with ex- 
treme care to see what races, if any, ‘have been written’ 
for their horses, 

When a spot is found the horse is entered. 

Sometimes trainers or owners miss the boat because 
they haven’t sufficiently familiarized themselves with 
‘the Bible’, A race ‘just made to order’ for one of their 
meal tickets gets away and another owner, who happens 
to be on the beam, wins himself an unlooked for pot. 

Certainly there’s much more to this racing than 
meets the eye. 

Thousands never see it except as a betting prop- 
osition. Either you do or you don’t at the payoff 
wicket. 

But with the tack room habitues it’s a sport that 
never loses its thrill, win or lose. Today you blow a heat 
because a horse ‘dies’ ora rider takes into a blind switch. 

But tomorrow. Ah, that's another day.
